The hones caught fire immediately and 
lames Bpread with startling rapidity. 
The stores occupied by Kaufman, Straus 
& Co., 5-J3-25 Fourth avenue, were en- 
tirely destroyed, with an immense stock 
of goods. The building occupied by J. 
V. Kscott & Sons was badly damaged and 
he fine stock almost entirely ruined with 
he exception of pictures and other works 
.fart in the wings. The' Polytechnic 
building was also damaged, and some of 
the valuable paintings in the Art < lallery 
seriously injured. The Bijou 
Theater was slightly damaged. The loss 
of Kaufman, Straus A Co. is estimated at 
ove &ttX),000, partly covered by insurance. 
J. V. Kscott A Sons lost about $110,000, 
fully insured. For awhile the Courier- 
Journal and other buildings were threat- 
ened, but the flames were finally got un- 
der control by the heroic work of the 
firemen. The aggrigate loss of property- 
is estimated to be about $400,000, but 
this was not the worst, for W. K. Adams, 
the fireman of the Electric Light Com- 
pany, was fatally injured. Many others 
in the Kaufman, Straus A Co. building 
had narrow escapes and some were hurt."
